Information was received ty this office that SUBJECTS, who re- 
side at BLOSSOM, TEXAS on FARM ROAD 1502, were friends of LSE H ARVET 
OMM. and that OS'.v'ALD stayed at their home a few days prior to the 
assassination of PRESIDENT KENMEDY.

SUBJECT and his wife stated that they met MARINA OSWALD through 
■CWC-B BOUHE sometime in August, 1962. Not long after this, the HALLS 
said they separated and SUBJECT left town. MARINA moved in with ELAINA 
and stayed at her house for three weeks in October, 1962, liiile LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD was in DaUas looking for a job. On October 20, 1962, 
ELAINA had a serious automobile accident and was hospitalized. SUBJECT 
returned to Fort. Worth and met OSI^ALD at this time. This meeting took 
place at 2703 Mercedes in Fort Worth, iriiioh was OSWALD'S residence at 
that time. 

On December 25, 1962, SUBJECT and his wife visited the OSWALDS 
at 602 Elsbeth in Dallas and at this same address on Easter Sunday in 
1963. This was the last time that either one of the HALLS saw the 
OSWALDS. SUBJECT stated that LES HARTOZ became highly agitated vtien- 
ever the subjects of religion or the free enterprise system in this 
country were mentioned. The HALLS also mentioned that GEORGE de 
MOHREHSggLDT was acquainted with JACQUELiN KENNEDI' S parents, and that 
he knew the OSWALDS better than anyone. SUBJECT said that MOHRENSCHILDT'S ' 
son-in-law, GARY TAttOR, drove OSWALD around quite a bit, and he is 
under the iinjresBion that TAYLOR is the one that helped the OSWALDS move

SUBJECT stated that LEE HARVEI OSWALD went to this library 
sometime during the summer of 1962 and taUced to her husband about 
getting a job as a Russian interpreter. PETER GREGORY was unable to 
help OSWALD find a job like this, but he did invite LEE HARVEY and 
his wife, KARINA, to his home a few days later for an afternoon 
gathering with a few of his friends. 

SUBJECT was very reluctant to discuss anything concerning 
OSWALD, and her husband was out of town. However, she did offer the 
name of MAX CLARK, an attorney in Fort Worth, saying he might be 
able to furnish more information. She stated that neither she nor 
her husband knew JACK RUBY.
